This 
secrecy rule applies to all phases of 
the census and to every question 
asked in the censts, All information

DON'T GET CARELESS WITH 
PEST CONTROL POISONS 


The word ‘Poison’ on weed killer 
insecticide containers means just 
wi:at it says. With the increased use 
of these aids to the farmer there 
seems to be a tendency on the part 
of some users: to relax vigilance as 
far as keeping poisons out of the way 
of domestice animals is concerned. 
Two cases have recently been brought 
to the attention of teh Director of 
Veterinary Services, Dr, E, Ballan- 
tyne, in which cattle deaths have 
occurred as a result of access to the 
weed killer, sodium chlorate. Recent- 
ly a report was received from the 
Lindburge area. In this case six 
head of cattle died rapidly after they 
had eaten the weed killer from an 
open drum. The veterinary services 
branch ‘asked tat the stomach and 
liver be sent in for examination. and 
upon analysis chlorate was found 
in both organs in heavy concentra- 
tion, More recently, a similar case 
has been reported from the Wain- 
wright district, in which several head 
of cattle were involved. Within a 
week of the death of the first. two, 
four others expired, two more were in 
serious condition, and several showed 
effects of having eaten the poison. 
‘These cattle also had access to a 
drum of the chemical. Again sodium 
chlorate was recovered from various 


two cases amounted to $3000, Use all 
poinsons with care and keep them out 
of reach of both animals and children 
cautions officials, Poisons should be 
treated as poisons. In case of live- 
stock poisoning, emergency treat- 
ment with an oily laxative, such ad 
raw linseed ol or mineral oil, is 
always good'to slow down absorp- 
tion of the chemical, but a veterin- 
arian should be called immediately 
for more specfic treatment.

Back in’ 1946 the socialists took of- 
fice in Britain as the result of a long 
campaign of explaining to the public 
that profits were the real trouble

fact, at the time, the Socialists did 
not seem to have any understanding 
of the value of_profits to anyone cx- 
cept capitalists. Now the British 
labor: party tas published a little 
pamphlet called “This Cost of Liv- 
ing Business,” in which there is 
qute a different attitude. It turns 
out that profits are necessary. Cor- 
porations get out of their profits the 
money which they need to expand 
and re-equip their . business, 

If there were no profits, then the 
money for this purpose would ave 
to be found from some other source, 
The pamphlet does not mention it, 
but the only other source would be 
taxation, 

In addition, what profits are left 
after this process, to be distributed 
to share holders, are too small a part 
of the cost of any item to make 
much difference in prices, “Even if 
profits were eliminated altogether, 
there would still be a cost of living 
problem.” ‘This is the voice of ex- 
perience. Pen:aps the British social- 
ists are still socialists in theory but 
they have at least learnt something 
about how the. world of business 
functions, 

Indeed they have learned so much 
that they point out that the only 
cure for inflation is increased pro-

LIVING COSTS HAVE RISEN STEADILY in the past few years and 
the cost of living index reached a record figure this spring. Incomes in 
general have risen also, although not always in proportion to the rise in 
prices. In 1950, the national income was $14,164,000,000, the highest in 
the history of this country and eight per cent. above the figure for 1949. 
Salaries and wages in the same year totalled $8,300,000,000, which was eix 
per. cent. more than the earnings for 1949, This increased income was 
accompanied by increases in consumer spending. In the past year, Cana- 
dians spent $11,800,000,000, while the value of goods produced was esti- 
mated at $17,700,000,000. e

Blame Drop levels in 1950. In that year the net farm income in 
In Prices Canada dropped from $1,513,000,000, the figure for 
1949, to $1,424,000,000. This was a decrease of six 
per cent. in one year and of nine per cent, from the total for 1948. Increased 
operating expenses and lower initial prices for wheat were given as causes 
for this drop. The volume of agrieultural production in Canada is now 
twenty per cent. higher than it was before 1939, although farmers have 
been hampered by shortages of labour and other essential needs, and by 
constantly rising prices of supplies and equipment, Since 1946 the -farm' 

labour force here has decreased by 170,000.

i The drop in farm incomes in the face of rising costs 
Not Sharing and of rising incomes in other industries will be re- 
ee flected in the Canadian economy, In the past three 
In Increases years 120,000 farmers and farm workers have left the 
land because of the insecurity of farm incomes. Too often the farmers 
are blamed, by an uninformed public, for the rise in food prices, and it 
should be realized that they are not sharing in the general rise in incomes 
at the ‘present time. The question of floor prices for farm products and 
of farm prices generally is a wide and complex one and is frequently beforé 
farm organizations and governments. e demand for Canadian. wheat 
dnd other farm products is likely to remain high in the coming years, and 
in view of the importance of this work, farm incomes should follow the 
trend of those of other industries, rather than fall behind as they have in

New Livestock 
Feeds Under 
Test In B.C. 


May Benefit Producers 
Consumers 


. VANCOUVER.—New feeds for 
livestock now having their first 


‘| practical tests in British Colum- 


bia may provide widespread 
benefits for producers. 


And, consumers, too, may benefit. 
Greater production may mean lower 
prices, 

The first tests of the so-called 
wonder feeds, antibiotics, now are 
under way on some of the largest 
farms in British Columbia, where re- 
search experts are watching progress. 

The method used is to fortify 
standard feed with penicillin, Scien- 
tists aren’t quite sure how the new 
substance works. Its feeding value 
was discovered by accident when 
pigs fed the mash from drug pro- 
duction, strictly as a salvage opera- 
tion, showed startling early gains in 
weight. 

Feeds supplemented with the new 
substance have been used on Fraser 
Valley turkey farms.

He said the rustlers constantly 
move their operations. 

Ashcroft is the southern gateway 
of the Cariboo, It sits in the Thomp- 
son canyon where the river makes a 
90-degree turn from west to south. 


Halibut Prices

OTTAWA.—The new Indian Act, 
promising a better deal and a more 
modern administrative set up for 
Canada’s 135,000 Indians, finally won 
adoption. in the commons after five 
years of parliamentary study. 

The bill, which now goes to ‘the 
senate, was given final reading after 
the chamber rejected a Progressive 
Conservative attempt to alter its 
terms. 

The -house voted 132 to 45 against 
an amendment introduced by E. D. 
Fulton, Prog. Cons. Kamloops, 


to tn would have returned the bill 


to the committee of the whole for 
specific changes in Key clauses. 

The legislation had its beginnings 
in 1945 when the government formed. 
a parlimentary committee to study 
older Indian statutes with a view to 
revising them and bringing them up 
to date. 

Intermittently parliamentary com- 
mittees met to work out the bill and 
to hear representatives from Indian 
bands brought to Ottawa from all 
parts of the country. Generally, the 
legislation has the approval of the 
tribes, .

Using Insecticides Safely 

The period during and subsequent 
io World War II has witnessed 
vemarkable advances in the produc- 
tion and use of new and powerful 
insécticides. 

Toxcity Varies. Some of the new 
insect-killing. chemicals are relatively. 
harmless to man and domestic ani- _ 
mals, while others are highly toxic. 

Under field conditions, however, 
an insecticide is more toxic when it 
(1) is rapidly absorbed through the 
skin, (2) is highly volatile, (3) gives 
no a by irritation or odor, 
(4) isu at high concentrations 
for pest control, and (5) is stored 
as a toxic compound in the body 
when inhaled or swallowed.
